and garments, together with their ſleightes and leger⸗ 
demaines, they were (poke of farre and neere, inſomuch 
that many of our Engliſh loyterers ispned with them, 
and in time learned their craft and colening. The ſpeach 
which they bſed was the right Egiptian language, with 
whom our Engliſhmen conuerſing , at laft learned their 
language. Theſe pesple continuing about the coun- 
trey in this faſhion, pꝛactiſing their coſoning art of 
faſt and looſe and leger demaine, purchaſed to themſelues 
great credit among the country people, and got much by 
Palmiſtry and telling of foꝛtunes; inſomuch they pittifal- 
ly coſened the pooze country Girles, both of money, fif- 
ner ſpoones, and the beſt of their .apparrel, oz any good 
thing they could make, onely to heare their foꝛtunes. 
This Giles Hather (foz ſo was his name) together
